dividuals, w orried as to the future, 
are cutting their personal buying to 
the lim it, with th e resultant depres­ 
sive influence on the entire business 
structure.

Golfers will take lessons In driving, 
irons and short shots but seldom will 
take the time to im prove their putting, 
the m ost im portant sh o t in the game. 
If one will go about it In a system atic 
way. he will be rew arded. 
As a lab­ 
oratory, one can use his hotel room; 
the green, the rug; the subject m atter, 
the following knowledge 011 putting. 
1. 
That you can groove a putting 
stroke, and the only thing th a t you 
can lose from tim e to tim e will he the 
timing. 
2. 
Imagine a stra ig h t line through 
the hall to the hole along which to 
swing the putter. 
3. 
Place ball opposite the left foot, 
which should be at right angles to 
the line, weight evenly distributed. 
Tills placing of the ball will give over­ 
spin which intends to m ake a ball 
drop rath er than rim a cup. 
4. 
Hold the p u tter as upright as 
possible, 
alm ost 
perpendicular, and 
have w rist slightly arched. 
Thum bs 
placed down the cen ter of shaft. 
5. Swing the putter into the hall, 
with no attem pt to 
follow through. 
Swing it like a pendulum . Don’t push 
it. 
6. 
Now for the im pact. Be sure the 
club is swinging, and straig h t ahead. 
The ball should be h it in the m iddle j 
of th e blade, gripping with a to u c h , 
only to prevent any tu rn of the blade 
off right angles. 
Keep your eyes and 
head in same relaxed position. Please 
do not get anxious to look up too 
quickly. 
7. 
Practice daily 
to 
swing and 
groove your putting stroke by swing- ( 
ing back and forth along a seam in the 
rug, m inus a hall, and soon you will 
agree w ith me “that a good putter is 
a m atch for anyone.”

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WAR TALK NOT NEW 


As we emerged from the old year into the 
new we found a world filled with anxiety and peo­ 
ples of all lands “talking,” but not wanting war. 
Peace-loving America is unafraid, yet it does not 
want war. 
It will prevent its own participation 
in war by every honorable means. 
Publishers’ Auxiliary delves into history and 
finds in the year 1903 a parallel to the present-day 
world-wide unrest. 
On December 25, 1903 I 34 years ago l the Co­ 
lumbus (Mo.) Herald carried an editorial headed 
“On Earth Peace, Good Will to Men.” At the end 
of the editorial appeared the letters “W. W.” They 
were the initials of Walter Williams, at that time 
editor of the Herald and 
later 
internationally 
famous as the dean of the school of journalism at 
the University of Missouri. 
The editorial is of interest today, not merely 
because of its phraseology and insight into world 
affairs of that time, but because of its significance 
in relation to the present troubled condition 
of 
world affairs. 


Williams wrote, in part: 


The Christmas Bells are Ringing: 
“On Earth Peace, Good Will to Men!” 


The Orient is dark with war clouds. 
The Muscovite giant, rubbing his eyes, half- 
awake, after a century’s nap, has crossed a con­ 
tinent to the sea. Manchuria is in his grasp. His 
eyes rest longingly upon Korea, the hermit na­ 
tion. 
Japan, the Benjamin of civilized 
nations, 
aroused to the approach of the giant of his Cos­ 
sack garb, has laid aside for the nonce lacquer- 
work and silk-weaving, and is preparing 
for 
a 
death grapple. 
The 
giant 
already 
sprawling 
across a fourth of the world’s surface, hesitates 
not. 
Even the four hundred million denizens of 
the Mongolian empire, oldest and most populous 
of the world’s nations, do not bar the progress of 
the Russian giant. 
The British lion, whose long 
paws of gold reach the world around, gazes 
serenely upon the spectacle. 
Whether Japanese 
or Russian win, the lion will rejoice. If China is 
partitioned the British will have the lion’s share. 
In Asia was born of the Virgin the Prince of Peace. 
Two nations which call themselves Christian and 
a third to which the Christian faith is but lately 
come seek the dismemberment of the pagan na­ 
tions which lie athwart their pathway. In Russia 
the Greek Catholic church, 
behind 
the 
other 
Christian nations in calendar time but not in orth- 
adoxy of creed, is supreme. 
Great Britain is the 
center of Protestant Christendom. Japan has just 
learned the teachings of Jesus. Japan is an apt 
pupil. She will put into practice the teachings as 
exemplified by other Christian nations. Japan has 
therefore enlarged her navy, increased her army 
and proposes war. 
The Christmas Bells are Ringing: 
“On Earth Peace, Good Will to Men!” 
Europe is an armed camp. 
The tread of the soldier resounds from sunny 
Sicily to the Land of the Midnight Sun. 
Suspic­ 
ion, jealousy, greed, have combined to make the 
military burden upon the European nations well- 
nigh intolerable. The man on horseback is more 
frequent than the priest on foot. The uniform of 
the soldier outnumbers the ecclesiastic garb. Like 
a crowd of hungry wolves this Christmas 
night 
the nations of Europe sit scowling at one another 
and growling fiercely. 
The above classic was written 34 years ago. 
How similar are its sentim ents to those expressed 
today the whole world over! 


THE R E C E S S IO N 


The word “depression” became sort of shop­ 
worn. 
People were tired of hearing the phrase. 
Now we have “recession,” which means “to 
recede.” Why recede, which means to back up? 
Why not be stationary if it is impossible to go 
forward? 
This world was intended to be progressive, 
and that means to make progress. 
“Recession” 
is a more helpless, despairing term that'w as ever 
“depression.” 
So let all buckle down and do the best that 
human frailties will permit. The depression is 
over, recession is here, and by confession we may 
have a profession of new national faith and ideals.

In either case it means disturbance of 
the peace of the world.”

Where Sales Tax 
Money Goes 


W hat becomes of California's sales 
lax revenue? 


Most of it goes to meet the cost of 
C alifornia's public 
educational 
sys­ 
tem. according to Ray Edgar, mem­ 
ber of the S tate Board of Equaliza­ 
tion. which adm inisters the tax. 


"The average cost of educating 
a 
gram m ar school pupil for a year, based 
on average daily attendance, is a lit­ 
tle m ore than $90," Edgar said. 
“Of 
this am ount $60 is contributed by th ■ 
state from the general fund, which 
derives the bulk of its income from 
proceeds of the sales tax. 
The bal­ 
ance is raised by taxation of property 
in the Individual school district. 


“The sum of $90 is contributed by 
the state for each student attending 
high school. 
“A pproxim ately two-thirds of 
the 
cost for gram m ar and high school edu­ 
cation is met by the state which de­ 
pends upon th e sales tax revenue to 
m eet this cost. 
Appropriations 
for 
junior colleges, teachers' colleges, spe­ 
cial schools and the two state univer­ 
sities also come from 
the 
general 
fund. 


"A fter the state's public education­ 
al needs have been m et from the gen­ 
eral fund, appropriations for other de­ 
partm ents of the sta te are taken from 
it. 


"The sales tux therefore is not only 
providing the m ajor revenue for edu­ 
cation but also for o th er departm ents 
of th e state. 
It is a leading factor in 
reducing the sta te ’s deficit, paving the 
way for a balanced budget."
